INTRODUCTION AND HELPFUL HINTS 


To assist you in identifying potential sources of support for your 
organization's activities, the directory summarizes the purpose of 
each program, its basic eligibility requirements and total available 
funds. The directory does not go into explicit detail on each 
program; rather, it is a guide to link your organization with the 
program whose objectives most closely parallel your own. 


Often you will find that the Government of Canada does not have a 
program with a mandate to support your particular activity. You may 
also find that your provincial or local government does not have the 
mandate either. In these cases your only avenue of obtaining support 
may be in the private sector; a corporation, a foundation, or 
individuals. 


When you have identified the program area which seems most 
appropriate to your organization's concerns: 


- contact a program officer to discuss the project for which you 
are seeking support in terms of the program's eligibility 
criteria. This will enable you to quickly ascertain, before 
making a detailed, formal submission, whether your project 
qualifies for assistance. If your project is eligible for 
consideration, the program officer may also be able to assist 
you in fully developing your proposal. 


Should your project not be eligible for financial support from a 
particular program: 


- ask the program officer about other possible sources of 
assistance. Referring you to other sources - whether federal, 
provincial, municipal or private agencies - is generally part of 
the service provided to the public by federal program officers. 


ask about the availability of funds other than program grants 
and contributions. For example, research funds, assistance for 
publications on subjects related to the mandate of the 
department or agency concerned, or contract funds which a 
department may use to purchase expert advice or services from 


your organization. 


ask whether the program can provide assistance in the form of 
expert advice. Often you may be able to obtain valuable 
assistance and information on how to organize a conference or a 


series of workshops, or to produce a newsletter, or develop an 
aspect of your organization's activities in the most economical 


and effective manner. 


understand the difference between financial assistance in the 
form of a grant, and a contribution. A grant is usually a lump 
sum payment awarded at the outset of a project activity, whereas 
a contribution generally consists of a graduated series of 
payments which are issued only after receipt of progress reports 
or other required documentation on a project. 


consider the possibility that while your project may be an 
excellent one, it may not receive financial support because of 
the limited amount of funds available in a given program.
